Washington, Aug. 31. — A price of 
$2.20 a bushel was fixed for the YJU'i 
crop of wheat by President Wilson 
on the recommendation of the wheat 
price committee, headed by Dr. H. A. 
Garfield. The basis will be No. 1 
northern spring wheat, delivered at 
Chicago. 

Representatives of the producers 
began by voting for a price of $2.50 
and labor's representatives for a price 
of $1.84. 

The price fixed is 20 cents higher 
than that named for the 1918 crop by 
congress in the food control bill. The 
$2 price set by congress was taken 
into consideration by the committee 
in considering a fair valuation for this 
year's crop. 
14 OZ. LOAF FOR FIVE CENTS. 
All members agreed in their dis- 
cussion that the price fixed will per- 
mit of a fourteen-ounce loaf of bread 
for five cents, allowing a fair profit 
both to the flour manufacturer and to 
the baker. The price differentials 
worked out by the food administra- 
tion are: No. 1 dark br -d winter, 
$2.24; hard winter basic, $2.20; red 
winter basic, $2.20; yellow hard win- 
ter, $2.16; soft red winter, $2. 18; dark 
northern spring, $2.24; red spring, 
$2.18; hump back, $2.10; amber dur- 
um, $2.24; durum basic, $2.20; red 
durum, $2.13; red Walla, $2.13; hard 
white basic. $2.20; soft white, $2.18; 
white club, $2.16; No. 2 of each 
grade is three cents less; No. 3, six 
cents less; No. 4, ten cents less. 

Relative market basis: Chicago, 
Galveston, New Orleans, basic; Kan- 
sas City and Omaha, five cents less 
than basic; Duluth and Minneapolis, 
three cents less; St. Louis two cents 
less; New York ten cents more than 
basic; Baltimore and Philadelphia 
nine cents more; Buffalo five cents 
more.

While the Russians west of Fok- 
chani again have deserted their posts, 
thereby permitting the Germanic 
allies to make further gains in the 
regions of Cona and Kesedi-Vasarhely, 
they are giving battle to the invaders 
and on both sectors, having repulsed 
strong attacks. Between Ireshti and 
Fokshani a majority of the men com- 
prising two Russian regiments de- 
serted their trenches and fled, but the 
Russian commanders have taken 
steps to restore the former state of 
the line by filling the gaps with loyal 
men. 

Following the reports of fresh dis- 
affection among the Russians on the 
east Bukowina front, which came 
prior to the commencement of the 
backward movement in southern Mol- 
davia, Premier Kerensky, in a speech 
at the closing session of the Moscow 
conference, let it be known again that 
order was to be brought out of the 
chaos by putting to death of cowards 
who threw down their arms in the 
face of the enemy. The possibility 
that the "rule of blood and iron" al- 
ready has begun with the deserters 
before Fokshani is indicated in the 
latest Russian official communication 
which says that one of the cowardly 
regiments was "dispersed."

[ Of the fishes, thousands of species 
|tre undoubtedly light-producers, 
most of them living in the abysmal 
depths of the ocean, but some of 
them belonging near the deep-sea 
Surface, while a few lurk about tho 
•bores under stones or buried in 
mud. All luminous forms are con- 
(iiied to salt water. Some of the 
ibarks emit a beautiful light, a 
j»table example being the Spinax 
ttifjer. not more than two feet long. 
Much lives on the muddy bottom of 
Wo deep ocean oh* the Asiatic coast, 
in the Mediterranean, ami in other 
tropical waters. This little shark 
la Japan has a dark-colored hack, 
with nearly black bands, splashes

The light-giving patches have a 
large numlHT of slightly raised black 
boints.
